Cohn asked the attorney whether 
th e company had not contracted to take 
care of the sewage, and w hether it was 
not the duty of the company to build this 
m ile and a half of pipe. 
The attorney replied that this weuld 
cost more than to pay the am ount of the 
bond which was given to guarantee the 
safe disposal of the sewage. The com­ 
pany had only agreed to take care of 150 
inches, and over 300 inches had been 
sent there. 
Mr. Cohn ssid that a part of this water 
could be taken away by turning off the 
fresh water which was running into the 
8an Pedro street sewer. 
I t was stated th at the Board of Super­ 
visors was about to take some action to 
prevent the disposal of the sewage by the 
company, and th at some action should 
be taken by the Council at once, so as to 
relieve the company. It was suggested 
th a t when the City Surveyor had reported 
upon the m atter, some solution of the 
difficulty might be found. The matter 
was then postponed until 3 o’clock. 
The Street Superintendent reported 
th at he had lowered a private sewer at 
the intersection of Fort and Second 
street. He was instructed to send the 
bill to the Cable Company, whose cros­ 
sing at that point had made it necessary. 
The City Attorney was instructed to 
draw an ordinance, condemning the old 
F ort street and Franklin street sewer. 
The 
Street Superintendent recom­ 
m ended th at the Seventh and Ninth 
street bridges be painted. 
Referred to 
the Bridge Committee. 
The G*a Committee 
recommended 
th at a 60 foot m ast be erected at the cor­ 
ner of Third and Los Angeles street. So 
ordered. The committee stated that it 
had in view a change in the distribution 
of lights, which would be reported on 
later. 
The matter of the bridge of the South­ 
ern 
Pacific Railroad Company 
over 
Aurora street came up, and the ordin­ 
ance providing for the same was read. 
The ordinance provides for a wagon and 
foot bridge from Buena Vista street to 
San Fernando street. 
An attorney appeared on behalf of 
property owners who thought they would 
be damaged by the erection of the bridge, 
and considerable discussion followed. 
One of the property owners said she 
did not want to be buried under a bridge, 
and if it was to be passed she thought 
the Bridge Committee had been “ paid 
for.” (Laughter.) 
On motion of Mr. Cohn the m atter was 
referred to the Bridge Committee, Board 
of Public W orks and City Attorney to 
report upon as early as possible. 
A recess was then taken until half-past 
1 o’clock. 


A f te r n o w n S e s s i o n . 
A bond for the safe condition of the 
Seventh street bridge was presented. 
The Finance Committee reported that 
it had not approved the bill for the 
bridge, because it had been 6tated that 
the bridge had not been accepted by the 
City Surveyor. 
Surveyor Dockweiler said he had not 
accepted the bridge. Thd-piera had been 
accepted, but not the superstructure. 
H e had not been notified that the bridge 
was ready to be accepted. 
One of the representatives of the 
Bridge Company appeared and said that 
th e bond had been prepared to guarantee 
the bridge because the Surveyor would 
not approve the structure. 
The bond was referred to the City At­ 
torney. 
A motion th at upon th e approval of the 
City Attorney of the bond and the accep­ 
tance of the superstructure by the City 
Surveyor the Clerk draw a w arrant for 
the contract price of the bridge was car­ 
ried. 
The report of the Board of Public 
Works, as published in Sunday’s H e r ­ 
a l d . was read and adopted. 
W hen the m atter of th e tnnnel through 
the Third street hill came up Mr. Cohn 
thought th at as it was to cost so much 
money and was to be a perm anent im- 
Ímovement it should be left to the incom- 
□g Council. Bonds could not be sold 
a t present, and it shoald be done by 
money raised by the sale of bonds. 
Dr. Bryant thought th a t the tunnel 
was just as necessary to the city as the 
bridges across the nver. 
H e had voted 
for 
the 
bridges 
and 
he 
thought 
th a t 
the 
others 
of 
the 
Council 
should 
vote with him . 
The 
tun­ 
nel would open up a 
large portion 
of the city which was hardly reachable 
At present. 
Mr. C< 
r. Cohn said that the work should 
be paid for by the sale of bonds, and 
bonds should be voted by the people 
under the State law. 
This could not be 
Accomplished by this Council. 
“ Professor” Dockweiler exhibited his 
plans and profiles of the tunnel which 
would be 1,080 feet long. 
A description 
of the plan of the tunnel was given in 
Sunday morning’s H e r a l d . 
The plans were adopted as preeen‘ed. 
The ordinance granting to J. M. Davies 
a franchise for a street railway from 
8pnng stgmt along Second street and 
WolfskillsMfreniie to a point 350 feet 
south of H B h street was read. 
Mr. Qibton of the Vernon-Street Rail­ 
road Company appeared and asked that 
th e m atter be laid over until the force of 
a certain agreement which he had with 
M r. Davies was decided by the Snperior 
C ourt, before which the m atter was 


Mr. Davies said that the agreement 
had not been agreed to by him, and was 


not signed by him or by his company. The 
application for the franchise had been 
before the Council for over a year and he 
could not see why he should be put off 
any longer. 
A motion to print the franchise was 
lost bv a vote of 9 to 3, Messrs. Bosby- 
shell , Cohn and Ford voting against it. 
The Finance Committee reported, rec­ 
ommending the cancellation of a num ber 
of tax sale deeds. 
Adopted. Recom­ 
mended that the contract for printing 
the citv ordinances be awarded to the 
Exprés» Publishing Company. Referred 
to the incoming council. 
Recommended 
that the Clerk have 250 tally sheets 
printed. Carried. 
Mr. A. N. Denker appeared and pre­ 
sented his bill for the storage of cement 
pipes on his land. He said that he had 
given the land rent free for two months 
and the rest of the time he thought should 
be paid for. Referred to the Finance 
Committee. 
The protest of property owners against 
the erection of a frame building on Main 
street was referred to the Fire Commis­ 
sioners with instructions to enforce the 
ordinance. 
The Aurora street bridge m atter came 
up on the recommendation of the com­ 
mittee that the franchise to the S. P. R. 
R. Company be granted. 
Mrs. Riley appeared and said th at the 
damage to her property would amount to 
about $2,000. 
Mr. K uhrts said that Aurora stroet had 
never been open from the zanja to Buena 
Vista street, except over private prop­ 
erty, and the owner of this had closed 
the road. 
A motion to grant the franchise was 
lost by a vote of 7 to 4, Messrs. Earl, 
Humphreys, McNally and Schafer vot­ 
ing against it. 
Mr. Bosbyshell gave notice that he 
would move to reconsider the vote on the 
J . M. Davies franchise at the next regu­ 
lar meeting. 
The Park Committee recommended 
that the gardener of the city parks set out 
treeB and shrubbery in W est Lake Park. 
Mr. K uhrts objected on the ground 
that there was no money in the Park 
fund, and such a recommendation might 
cause the expenditure of several thousand 
dollars. 
The members of the Park Committee 
said that the city should appropriate 
$3,000. 
The 
people had subscribed 
$3,000, and the promise had been made 
that the city would pay as much as the 
people. 
On motion of Mr. K uhrts the Park 
Committee was allowed to spend not 
more than $300 during the week. 
The condition of the East Los Angeles 
Park was brought up by Mr. Hanley and 
was referred to the Park Committee.

Eleventh street, 
between

Btreet 
and 
Grand 
avenue, 
asking 
permission to do their own grading; 
from Union Construction Company, ask­ 
ing an extension of tim e on work being 
done on Eleventh stree t; from J . W. 
Wolfskill, announcing that it will be 
impossible for him to act os judge of 
election ; from W. R. Porter, askiug for 
thirty days’ extension of time on con­ 
tract for paving of Fifth street; from 
property owners and residents on Hill 
street, between Second and Seventh 
Btreets, protesting against the paving of 
said street as contemplated by resolution 
of intention; from property owners on 
W ater street asking for change of grade;

T h e enormous proportions of the Los 
Angeles connty delinquent tax-list it 
m ainly due to the fact that people can­ 
not afford to lose the time required 
under our present absurd collection sys­ 
tem to pay their taxes. 
The taxes are 
all paid at one small office in this city. 
F or weeks before they become delin­ 
quent the rash is so great th a t a man is 
lncky if he can get to th e counter after 
waiting for six or seven hours in line. 
If he lives in the country, he m ust come 
here and lose two or three days before 
he can secure his tax receipts. H is taxeB 
may am ount to only a few dollars, and 
he therefore loses more in time than 
they am ount to. This is all wrong. The 
Legislature should make it obligatory 
upon the Tax Collector to visit the out­ 
lying townships for the purpose of re­ 
ceiving taxes; and the plan, provided in 
the Constitution, for receiving taxes in 
installm ents, ought also to be vitalized by 
the passage of a m easure that would ac­ 
complish th at im portant object. 
As it 
is, the State, county and city taxes, 
all 
falling 
due 
about 
the 
same 
time, 
make 
so 
great 
a 
drain 
upon the money in circulation as to pro­ 
duce a very serious stringency every 
year, thus injuriously affecting business. 
This could be avoided by the installm ent 
plan, and the relief would be of great 
benefit to the public. There is another 
reason why the delinquent list has as­ 
sum ed such formidable 
proportions. 
During the paper townsite craze hundreds 
of farms were subdivided into town lots, 
and each of these m ust by law be as­ 
sessed. 
About one-fourth of the list, 
therefore, is taken up with the assess­ 
m ents of townsite lots to unknown own­ 
ers, the bulk of whom will remain un­ 
known. 
There should be some way de­ 
vised by which these townsite failures 
coaid be relegated into acres for assess­ 
m ent purposes. I t neither pays to assess 
them , nor to “ place them on the list.”

Review, 
contributes 
an 
article on 
“ Trusts,” which he holds to be highly 
innocent affairs, or, as Mr. Blaine put it, 
on his return from a coaching trip 
through Scotland with Mr. Carnegie, 
“ largely private affairs with which the 
public has nothing to do.” 
There is a 
rem arable community of sentim ent be­ 
tween these two well-known gentlemen. 
The great maker oí steel rails and bare 
holds that combines are created through 
a law of trade, and will be abolished 
through the same agency. 
This is all 
very pretty talk, but it butters no pars­ 
nips for a community which is rapidly 
finding itself helpless in the grasp of the 
great capitalistic octopus. Mr. Carnegie’s 
ideas would have left the world at the 
mercy of every usurer and tyrant from 
the day of that Roman Em peror who 
said 
that 
he 
allowed 
people 
to 
fill up like a sponge, in order that 
he m ight wring them out, to the present. 
The power to wring the substance out of 
their subjects has been taken away from 
these arbitrary gentlem en of the kingly 
persuasion. In fact not only their power 
but their personality has been largely 
abolished. 
But every victory in the in­ 
terest of the masses has been won by 
hard knocks. Failure to resist the insid­ 
ious advances of unscrupulous financiers 
is at the bottom of all the watered stocks 
that the people sweat in paying interest 
on. Jay Gould was created by a corrupt 
Legislature and an enfeebled public sen­ 
tim ent. V anderbilt worked the watering 
cart to the extent of increasing the capi­ 
tal stock of the New York Central Rail­ 
way from $28,000,000 to $112,000,000, 
and on this “ dem nition total,” to employ 
M antalini’s fervent language, the masses 
have had to pay right royal dividends. 
No wonder that the collective wealth of 
the V anderbilt family is now estimated 
at $300,000,000. 
Such methods as the 
American people perm it their finan­ 
ciers to adopt enable ordinary men 
to outstrip the Count of Monte Cristo. 
They make the stream of Pactólas resem 
ble a river in the arid portion of Cali­ 
fornia in mid-Summer, and convert the 
fabled wand of Midas into the baton of 
an ordinary impresario. 
Mr. Carnegie is the veritable smooth 
Ephraim of his fellow plutocrats. He 
was a creature, originally, of the famous 
Col. Thomas A. Scott, the long-time 
President and 
Vice-President of the 
Pennsylvania 
Central Railway. 
Col. 
8cott, also, had a fashion of writing for 
periodicals. In this same North American 
Review he published an article, shortly 
after the celebrated Pittsburg riots, advo­ 
cating the establishm ent by the National 
Government of a standing 
arm y of 
100,000 men, in order to hold the people 
in check while they were being uncon 
scionably robbed. This was the same 
Tom Scott—personally the moat amiable 
and winning of m en—who bribed the 
passage of a bill through the Pennsyl­ 
vania Legislature giving the whole mag­ 
nificent system of public works to his 
company—a canal and improvements that 
had cost the 
people $40,000,000 for 
$3,000,000, payable in thirty years in the 
sum of $100,000 per annum without in­ 
terest, and who immediately allowed 
them to fall into decay. This is the way 
the master proposed to allow the natural 
economic laws to do their noble function. 
Like m aster like m an. 
Mr. Carnegie 
, Jias turned out to be an apt pupil of the 
genial, unscrupulous and peremptory 
Scott.

Mr. Blaine’s friend ha9 himself done 
reasonably well by his tender regard for 
the laws of supply and demand. 
Hon. 
William L. Scott stated on the floor of the 
House of Representatives that Mr. Car­ 
negie had adm itted to him that he (Car­ 
negie) had made $5,000 a day net profit 
out of his Pennsylvania steel works the 
previous year. 
No wonder he thinks that 
trusts ought to be left alone, to be regu­ 
lated by the laws of supply and demand. 
It is fortunate, however, for the masses, 
that they do not take this view of the 
matter.

AT WASHINGTON. 


Thu Secretary of tlie Navy 
Not to Be Hampered. 


TH E SMALLS-ELLIOTT CONTEST. 


Discussion of the Methods of Elec­ 
tion Said to Be Popular in 
South Carolina.

W a 8 i i i n g t o n , February 11.—In the 
Senate, Dawes presented a petition from 
120 Indian students at Ham pton, Va 
against the coutinnance of the ration 
system to Indians, as an encouragement 
to idleness, recommending their equiva­ 
lent in farming im plem ents and stock. 
Referred to the Committee on Appro­ 
priations. 
Sherman said he hail been instructed 
by the Committee on Foreign Relations 
to move an executive session. 
Motion 
reed to. The Senate proceeded to ex 
ccntive business. 
The Senate, in secret session, passed 
the following b ill: “ Be it enacted,” etc., 
that there be, and his hereby appro­ 
priated, out of any money in the treas­ 
ury not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of $250,000, to enable the President to 
. rotectthe interests of the United States, 
and provide for the security of the per­ 
sons and property of the citizens of the 
United at the isthm us of Panam a in 
such a manner as he may deem ex­ 
pedient.” 
It was learned that the Committee 
ou 
Foreign 
Relations 
has 
received 
no 
news of any outbreak at Pan­ 
ama, but deeming it beBt to be prepared 
for any that might occur, decided to ask 
for the passage of the bill at once, 
as an 
independent measure, 
rather 
than 
risk 
the 
delays 
and uncer­ 
tainties attending an am endm ent to an 
appropriation bill. The troubles that are 
feared are such as are incident lo the 
dhcharge of a body of laborers whose 
means of gaining their livelihood are 
thereby cut off, and who, in their des- 
poration and distress, may resort to 
violence and bloodshed. 
It is under­ 
stood that it has been deemed wise by 
the authorities of the United States, Great 
Britain, and other nations having a large 
number of their citizens employed on the 
Panam a Canal, to arrange for bringing 
them home in case of their wholesale 
discharge, and not to suffer them to re­ 
main on the Isthm us in destitution and 
want. To provide for this, the amount 
of the appropriation waR increased from 
$100,000 to $250,000. There was but a 
slight opposition to the passage of the 
bill. 
The doors re-opened at 3 :15, and legis­ 
lative business was proceeded w ith. 
Senator Frye having been called awav 
by a death in his fam ily, the Union Pa­ 
cific Funding bill was laid aside, and the 
Naval Appropriation bill taken up. The 
amendment reported by the Committee 
on Appropriations for the construction of 
two steel cruisers, or gunboats, of from 
800 to 1.200 tons displacem ent, to cost 
in the aggregate, exclusive of armament, 
not more than $700,000; of one steel 
cruiser, of about 2.000 tons, at a cost of 
not more than $700,000, and one ram for 
harbor defence, was agreed to without 
discussion. This is in addition to the 
provisions of the bill as it came from the 
House under the heading, “ Increase of 
the 
Navy.” 
Chandler 
moved 
to 
strike 
oat 
of 
the 
paragraph for 
the 
construction 
of 
one 
armored 
steel 
cruising 
monitor, 
the words 
“ of the type and to be constructed ac­ 
cording to plans and specifications to be 
furnished to the Navy Departm ent by 
Hon. John R. Thomas of Illinois, to be 
approved by the Secretary of the Navy.” 
H e characterized 
as an anomaly in 
legislation and almost as a ludicrous 
provision that a vessel of such size and 
cost ($1,500,000) shonld lie constructed 
after a type and upon plans and specifi­ 
cations to be furnished by a member of 
Congress. 
The present Secretary of the 
Navy had disposed of $28,000,000 for the 
increase of the Navy, unfettered by any 
conditions, but this bill contained a 
provision that Mr. Thomas (a lawyer, 
not a designer of ships), should furnish 
the next Secretary of the Navy with one 
ship, and that the Pneumatic Gun Com­ 
pany should furnish him with another. 
H e had been uniformly against that kind 
of 
legislation 
where inventors and 
designers besieged the doors of the Com­ 
m ittee rooms and resorted to all sorts of 
log-rolling in order to get a special en­ 
actm ent favorable to them. 
The whole 
thing was a broad farce. 
Cullom opposed the am endm ent, and 
read several letters from high naval offi­ 
cers endorsing and commending ThomaB’ 
plans and specifications. 
Chandler said he had merely desired 
to call the attention of the Senate to the 
manifest impropriety of tying up the 
hands of the Secretory of the Navy as 
ropoeed. 
Not only was it vicious to put 
'bomas into the bill, but, if his plans 
and specifications were not approved by 
the Secretary of the Navy, the construc­ 
tion of tbe ship must stop. 
Cullom said Thomas had been a mem ­ 
ber of the House a good many years and 
a member of the Naval Committee. In 
that position he had given close attention 
to the subject of ships of war. 
It bad 
turned out th at Thomas’ information, 
study and investigation had resulted in 
his gathering up a plan for a cruiser, and 
that the Navy D epartm ent (after ap­ 
pointing a board for that purpose) had 
adopted and approved his plan. W ith­ 
out disposing of the am endm ent, the 
Senate adjourned. 


The H o u if. 


W a s h i n g t o n , February 11.—In the 
House, after some sparring as to prece­ 
dence in the m atter of consideration on 
behalf of several bills, Criep, of Georgia, 
as a question of the highest privilege, 
called up the Smalls-Elliott contested 
election case, and the House by a vote 
of 135 to 85 decided to consider it. 
Twenty-four 
Democrats, 
including 
Thompson, of California, voted with the 
Republicans in the affirmative. Crisp 
then took tbe floor for presentation of 
the case. 
He proceeded to review the evidence in 
the case and entered upon an argument 
tending to disprove several material 
claims of the contestant. 
He then re­ 
ferred to the conviction of Smalls for ac­ 
cepting a bribe while State Senator, and 
contended that the conviction had in­ 
jured him with the colored people. 
Dalzell inquired what relevancy that had 
to the question of how many votes Smalls 
had received at the late election. Crisp 
replied th at the gentleman on the Re­ 
publican side assumed that because there 
was a colored m ajority in a district the 
m ajority would vote for a colored man. 
He proposed to show that among the 
colored people of the district there were 
some good men who rebelled against 


being dictated to and refused to vote for 
a man who had been convicted of a high 
crime. 
He quoted the evidence to show 
th at many colored Republicans were 
opposed to Smalls on account of the 
m anner in which he had been nominated 
and on account of his character. 
He ad­ 
m itted th at Negro politicians were Re­ 
publicans, but declared that the great 
mass of Negroes were not politicians. 
In South Carolina a good many wrong­ 
ful and violent acts had been committed 
by Republicans w hen they had the 
ascendency, and this had resulted in the 
division of the Negro rank9 and tbe for­ 
mation of a colored Democratic club. 
The coiored Democrats had been ostra­ 
cised, intimidated and overawed by col­ 
ored Republicans, and contestant Smalls 
had token a leading part in this action 
The day was past when the colored 
people would go up in u b'jdy like 6enso- 
less machines to record their votes as 
they w eie told t o ; do lypcorlew U o 
liveii away from them and had not 
their interests at heart. 
The 
day 
bad come when they were satisfied with 
the people among whom they lived, the 
people who were their friends, the peo­ 
ple to whom they always appealed in 
distress. 
ltoaell, of Illinois, said the gentleman 
from Georgia ppent m uch lime in prov­ 
ing Smalls guilty of bribery while a 
member of the State Legislature, a propo­ 
sition which had no more bearing on this 
case titan the question of whether the 
moon was inhabited. I t 
had been 
brought in like a bulldozing question for 
the purpose of justifying a vote to keep 
the man out ol a seat to which he was 
elected. 
The laws of South Carolina 
were framed for the express purpose of 
disfranchising the Republican voters of 
that State. 
Under those laws, there had 
been a systematic effort to deny to col­ 
ored vcters the right to register and to 
change their registration 
certificates. 
The gentleman from Georgia spoke about 
the intimidation of colored Democrats by 
Republicans of the same race. The 
Governor of South Carolina had recently 
announced the param ount question in 
South Carolina to be the maintenance 
of Anglo-Saxon control. The param ount 
question was not that the majority should 
rule, or that every legal voter might have 
hiH vote cast and counted, but to m ain­ 
tain and preserve Anglo-Saxon control. 
That was the one patent fact in response 
to the talk of intimidation. 
Elliott held 
his seat on this floor, not by reason of an 
election by the people, but by reason of 
an%lection held by th e returning board 
of South Carolina. The majority of the 
committee had gone further than the ie- 
turning boards, and had thrown out two 
precincts which had run the gauntlet of 
both district and State returning boards. 
Rowell ridiculed the charge of intim ida­ 
tion upon which the m ajority of the 
committee relied to throw one certain re­ 
turns, and cited several pertinent in­ 
stances to prove the existence of w hat he 
termed the lawless spirit which pre­ 
vailed in certain districts. . Pending fur­ 
ther debate the m atter w ent over until 
Monday. Adjourned

This 
was anticipated by the opposite party, 
who had M arshal Dyer present, and a 
squad of United States troops quartered 
in the Broom H otel across the street. 
The M arshal at once stopped the arrests 
until the voter had a chance to tender his 
vote and be passed upon by the judge. 
After this the election passed off quietly. 
The result will not be determ ined before 
midnight. 
[Later.] The result of to-day’s election 
is a complete victory for the Liberal or 
Gentile party. 
Fred Kiesel, candidate 
for mayor, is elected by a majority of 440. 
Tbe balance of the ticket, including the 
full City Council and Chief of Police, are 
elected by about the same majority. 
The Gentiles are jubilant over the result. 


Colonel H u n t Bead. 
W a s h in g t o n , 
February 
11. — Col. 
H enry J. H unt (retired), Governor of the 
Soldiers’ Home, died this morning in his 
60 th year. 
Colonel H unt fought through the Mex­ 
ican war, and was twice promoted lor 
gallantry. 
He was promoted to major 
on May 14, 1S61, and com manded the 
artillery on the extrem e left at the battle 
of Bull Run. 
After successive promo­ 
tions, he was appointed chief of the ar­ 
tillery of the Army of the Potomac, and 
on July 6th. 1864, was brevetted Major- 
General of Volunteers for “ faithful and 
highly meritorious service.” At G ettys­ 
burg it was General H unt who concen­ 
trated the artillery fire upon P ickett’s 
famous division and alm ost annihilated 
it. 
He was retired as Colonel in 1883, 
and appointed Governor of tbe National 
Soldiers’ H ome in this city.

N ew Y ork, February 11.—The Ohio «fe 
Western Coal «fe Iron Co., by Chester 
Griswold and Geo. 8. Thor man, its vice­ 
president and secretary respectively, 
made an assignment to-day for the ben 
efis of its creditors. The company has 
been doing bu9iuess in Ohio and had 
offices in this city, in Columbus, Ohio 
and Boston. There are no preferences. 
Bradstreet’s report of April 28, 1887, said 
the company was not understood to be 
earning its interest account as yet, and 
was being nursed along by those holding 
its securities, which are largely owned by 
banks and trust 
companies. 
Its 
future depends on the disposition of 
its managers. According to the com­ 
pany’s annual report on January 16, its 
liabilities were 13,3011,000, of which the 
bonded debt was $2,389.000, and other 
debts, with collateral security, $910,000. 
The assets consist of 7,000 acres of coal 
land in the Hocking Valley, valued at 
$400 or *000 per acre, about 300 houses, 
three large stores, 400 railroad cars, four 
miles of track, three coal mines fully 
equipped, furnaces and a large amount 
of miscellaneous equipments. 
C olum bus, Ohio, February 11.—The 
failure of Glidden <fe Curtiss, of Boston, 
Mass., and the subsequent attachment of 
the property of the Ohio and Western 
Coal Company, lias created considerable 
excitement ana uneasiness in the Hock­ 
ing Valley, where the propeity of the 
company is located. The shutting down 
of the company will throw 609 to 700 
men ont of employment. A strange 
fatality has been connected with the 
property out of which the Ohio and 
Western Coal Company grew. James L. 
Burkey, who committed suicide in a St. 
Louis 
hotel, 
was 
harrassed 
to 
the last by the thoughts of the fortunes 
he had lost among the Hocking hills. 
Geo. Lee, who killed himself in a New 
York hotel, was haunted in his dying 
hour by the spectre of ruin in the coal 
fields of Ohio. 
Royal M. Pulsifer, 
founder of the Boston Herald, took hiB 
own life some months ago, and though 
he had many other business complica­ 
tions to pull him down, be, too, 
sought

the foot of the Western rainbow. The 
Standard Coal and Iron Company, out of 
which the Ohio and Western grew, was 
a colossal affair with a capital of $75,000,­ 
000. This is the company in which 
James G. Blaine and Steve Elkins were 
interested, holding $25,000 and $50,000 
bonds respectively, and F. W. Harper, 
President of the late Fidelity Bank at 
Cincinnati, held $500,000. It is under­ 
stood that these holders still have their 
bonds. It is impossible to state yet the 
exact condition of the company’s affairs.

His W ife the Victim —Strangled 
M angled, M utilated 
and 
Packed Into a Trunk.

L ondon, February 11.—The body of a 
woman in a chest was discovered by the 
police of Dundee. The abdomen was 
ripped open and she was othewise mutil­ 
ated. The chest was so small that the 
murderer had been compelled to squeeze 
the body into it. The husband of the 
woman was arrested. 
A later despatch from Dundee says the 
murderer is W. H. Bury, the husband of 
the victim. Bury was a resident of 
Whitechapel, London, and his antece­ 
dents, which have been traced, suggest 
that he is probably*‘Jack the Ripper,” and 
that he is subject to fits of unconscious 
murder mania. A post mortem exami­ 
nation held on the body of his Dundee 
victim proved that the woman had first 
been strangled and her body then muti­ 
lated, the abdomen being ripped open 
and the legs and arms twisted and 
broken. 
Bury says he left Whitechapel three 
weeks ago. He refuses to say why he 
left there, and acknowledges that he had 
no business requiriug his attention at 
Dundee. He says he and his wife drank 
heavily iast night before retiring, and 
that he does not know how he got to bed. 
Upon waking he says he fonnu his wife 
lying upon the floor with a rope around 
her neck. Actuated by a sudden mad 
impulse for which 
he cannot ac­ 
count, he seized a knife and slashed 
the body. 
Upon reason returning, 
he became alarmed, and 
hastily 
crushed the body into the chest in which 
it was found, thinking to fly and make 
his escape. 
He found, however, he 
could not leave his wife’s remains, and 
finally resolved to inform the police. 
The theory of the police officials is that 
Bury’s wife knew of the facts connecting 
him with the East End atrocities and 
that she took him to Dundee, hoping to 
prevent a recurrence of the crimes.

No Use fo r Apaches. 
Santa F e . N. M., February 11.—A. J. 
Fountain, Speaker of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, to-day introduced a me­ 
morial in that body, which unanimously 
passed both Houses. The memorial is 
addressed to the President of the United 
States and to Congrees, protesting 
against the proposal to remove Gerónimo 
and his band of hostile Chiricahua 
Apaches from their present place of con­ 
finement in Florida and to locate them 
on the Moscalero Apache reservation in 
Southern New Mexico. The memorial 
represents that the Moscalero Apaches 
are now peaceably disposed and friendly 
to the whites, that they are not and 
never have been friendly to Gerón­ 
imo or his band, and the location of 
the Chiricahuas upon their reservation 
will be tue means of causing another 
outbreak similar to the one of 1885, 
which resulted in the death of many in­ 
nocent settlers and was a great expense 
to the Territory to suppress. For this 
and several other reasons it is asked that 
none of this band be located within the 
Territory. 
Tlte Honey Crop, 
San F rancisco, February 11.—The 
fourth annual review of the houey and 
beeswax * business of California, by 
8chacht, Lemcke «fe Steiner, of this city, 
is out. Of honey, tho review says a fair 
crop has been gathered and marketed 
this, season. The quality has been up to 
the average, and prices satisfactory to 
apiarists and dealers. It is estimated 
that in 1888 theie were between 50,000 
and 60,000 stands, or hives, of bees in 
the State, from which there was mar­ 
keted 3,000,000 pounds of extracted 
honey, and 500,000 pounds of comb 
honey, or a total of 3,500,000 pounds. 
The yields in former years were : 1884, 
9.000.000 pounds; 1885,1,250,000 pounds; 
1886, 5.000,000 pounds; 1887, 1,200,000 
pounds. 
Of the past year’s yield, 875,000 pounds 
went by sail to England and Germany, 
and nearly one million pounds were 
shipped overland to New York. The re­ 
view concludes from its statistics that 
4.000.000 pounds af California honey can 
be sold at remunerative and satisfactory 
rates to the producer yearly.
